John Wanamaker is probably the only 
Postmaster General who has taken pains to 
go into all the details of his business. Last 
week he had account taken throughout the 
country of the registry letter and money 
order business transacted on a certain day. 
Throughout this week every post office 
official in the United States, every postal 
clerk, and mail carrier takes account of 
every piece of mail, foreign and domestic, 
postage, weight, so that at the end of the 
week the department will have a correct 
account of the entire mail transactions 
throughout the country. 

Supervisor Wright, of the Census Enu- 
meration Commission, says that the dis- 
tricts have been made small, so that the 
work may be done quickly and accurately. 
The work of enumeration, in all cities of 
more than 10,000 inhabitants, must be done 
in two weeks, and in all other places inside 
the month of June. The work will com- 
mence on the first Monday in June in every 
district. Enumerators are prohibited from 
divulging any of the information gained to 
any one not authorized to receive it, under 
& penalty, so that all people need have no 
hesitation in freely giving the information 
asked for by the enumerators.
